aoplicable: Mr. Cleveland "talks United
States."

Without rhetorical flourish, the address
has literary grace; without the least pe-

dantry, it is scholarly. With no affectation
of research, It shakes the dust from and
spreads cut principles and truths underlying
the foundation of our Government, but too
often lost sight of in the later years of the
Republic. It is a compaot recital of the
tenets the observance of which has inured
to the glory of the Nation, and an expression
of determination that tho new administra-
tion shall in letter and spirit conform to
them.

Washington', March 1 The public cele-

bration cf the day ended with a disylay of
fireworks. In character it was like all dis-

plays of f reworks, but in volume and
variety it is said to have excelled any
former pyrotechnical exhibition upon this
continent. Withal 13 was successful to the
minutest detail. The scene of tbe exhibi-
tion was the White lot, a narrow 200 or UOO

acres slopirg gently away from the
south fronts of the Treasury, Executive
Mention and State Departments. Uncounted
crcwds began early to find their way toward
the spot from every quarter of the city. For
an hour or more they waited, commenting
mf anwh'le upon the singular appearance of
themorument a hundred rods beyond the
fireworks enclc sure. The lower third of the
shaft was not visible, but all above dimly
outlined like a ghost of itsalf against the
black sky, and reacting to its peak tha rays
of the electric lights in the city from half a
mile away. It eeerxed enormously
higher ttan by daylight, and to have not
the slightest relation to terrestrial things.
When the (reparations were complete, and
the display had onca begun, the people in
charge had the good taste to leave no inter-
mission. Jack danced from place
to place about the inclosure, and whenever
oce ramed an explosion followed. Rock-
ets, balloons, mir.es, fountaics, bombs,
Latteries ard shells were eent heaven-
ward in volleys for half an hour, filling
the air with showers of fire. Explosions
sometimes talf a mile above the earth, tock
piece, and constellations numbering thou-fard- s

of beactifallv tinted stars floated
vav over the Potomac, borne by the gentle

northern breez. Three "set pieces" of
mammoth proportions were among the last
asd grandest features of the entertainment.
The first was 'Je Person." There was a fizz
and a splutter audible a mile away, as a
jack rn touched his torch to the
piece, and then a mammoth
fice in points of white fire,
encirclfd by an oval frame ia
red, with banners in national colors fes-

tooned gr8cefally about it, burst oat cf the
darkness. It glowed for a minute m fall
brilliancy, then an eye went out with an ex-
plosion followed by a portion ol the nose,
and last of all the blue stars of the banner.
The face cf the titular patron of simplicity
and unostentation was probably not recog
ni2able to the massf s of spectators, but when
the letters cf his name beneath were
made out, his memory was honored
in prolonged cheer3. The large piece
represeiting the National Capitol,
with excellent portraits of the President
and Vice President, was flanked by mottoes
at.d emblems. This piece was 100 feet long
by 7") feet in height, she largest set piece
ever fired in America. The flight of 0,000
rcckets at once, forming a vast floral bou-
quet in the heavens, terminated the dts-pla- r.

No estimate of the numbers who wit-cejEe- d

tbe fireworks wculd ba trustworthy.
One felt bnt could not see the throngs. Tne
voluntary dispersion of. a multitude when
gathered in a park, open upon all sides,
wculd eeem to be a simple affair and
easily enough of accomplishment,
but tbe experience of the evening proved
contrary. Carriages became entang'ed with
each other, and pedestrians wandered about
in bewilderment trying to find their way
arourcL through or out of the crushes wüich
occurred in a hundred places. No one was
hurt, so far as known but many ludicrous
incidents occurred. Family parties became
separated; wive3 and husbands lost each
ctner, and parents found themselves leading
children not their own. The cal's of one to
another in the darkness sometiir es indicated
distress or fear, but the people were
for the most part exceedingly
jelly, and laughed at themselves and each
other as if It were all part of the programme.
Immediately after the regular display of
fireworks to-nig- ht occurred the parade of
tbe Flambeaux Club, of Topeka, Kas. Al-thcus- h

this organization Is a comparatively
small one, numbering only seventy-fiv- e or
one hurdred men, it has perhaps attracted
as much attention as any civic or military
bedy which has participated in the inaugura-
tion ceremonies. Its white, ghostly uni-
form, its precision of drill and its peculiar
hollow torches, whose flames can be bio to
ud into slender, quive Irg flames ot nre six
fut in heieht. were all new features in
Washington, and were all subjects of re-

mark when the club made its appearance on
Pennsylvania avenue last evening.

To-nig- ht about S:30, just as the immens?
CTod was returning from the exhibition of
fireworks at the White lot. the Flambeaux
Club came marching in regular open order
down Fifteenth street, between the Corco-
ran Building and the Treasury Department
in a terfect tornado of fire, accompanied by
an incessant volley of explosions and a con-

tinuous hissing roar of ascending rcckets.
Every member o! the c! ab had slung over

bia shoulder a capacious white Dir. filled
with rockets, roman candies, torpedo,
bombs and fire works of every conceivable
description, which were lighted oa portable
frames cr discharged from sheet iron tubes
with such a never slackening rapidity as
to literally fill the street with a huriicane of

ery projectiles atd a dense cloud of smoke,
through which could be only dimly seen the
whit-- , spectral uniforms of the club. The
march was perfect in time, and the regular-
ity cf the incfspant discharge of fireworks
cöt being allowed to interfere in the least
decree with the precession's movement.
People in vehicles tied In terror before tbe
advancing column cf smoke and flame,
which wa3 beaded by two or three huge blsz-ir- g

wheels. from every part of
which barst fires and explosions.
The club was constantly and
skillfully supplied with fresh ammunition

I from a large wagon which followed it, and
I as it wheeled from Fifteenth street into

Pennsylvania avenue in a glare of red fire,
and the shout3 of a vast multitude of spsc-tator- s,

it suggested a moving British square
attacked on all s des at night, and defending
itse t with musketry, bomb-- , rockets acd
hsrd rranades, Itwas -- one of the mcst
striking features of the whole pyrotechnical
d'splay, and the club was followed down
Pennsylvania avenue by at lea?t 10,000
people.

Tbe brilliant
finale of the i: ar;gnratioa ceremonies was
the bill to-n?g- It pat the cap-she- af of
gayety on the more formal and serious,
though grand cerenv nis.1, which prscedad
it. Beauty lent its aid to crewe the triumph
of the inc:mir.g administratis, and amid
the light f?'tivities of the b?.U the formalities
of the inauguratioa came to a close. The
ball was held in the unfinished new Pension
Building, an immense structure in-

closing a rectansjalar coart-yar- d of more
than .MO feet long by over 100 feet in width.
As the door opens on the Interior the eye
h dazzled by a blaze of liht and color, aad
the mind is confesed by the iaimen3ity of
the scene revealed to it at a glancs A hall
31G feet long by UG feet wide, lighted by
sixty g'gantic Siemaa'a ga3 burners, "J can-
dle power each, which are suspended from
the rcot whose peak i3 lost to sight, 10 feel
above the floor in a perfect forest of streamers
and flags, on who33 acres of waxed floor
several thousand conplas in brilliant toilets
are moving about in the mazy dance,
while thcuaacc's rxore circle round
ia the outskirts in a csaseles-promerad- e,

and other thousands look
down upon them from the feurrounding
balconies, is the frame-wor-k of ensemble,
which, bursting suddenly upon one's view,
Is magnificently bewidering. The decora-
tions cover the whole interior, with the ex-
ception of the roof, and this is almost hid-
den from view by a net-wor- k of streamer?,
flags and bunticg. All i3 a brilliant color-
ing in which the red. white and blue tints of
the American flag predominate, but are
toned down by the contrasting dark greea of
natural garlands hang in festoons, and of
the foliage cf tropical plants which are
banked abont tue supports of the
rcl and in lue corners of tne nail are
bleided with the rich dark hues of velvet
hangings ard the mellow eheen of da-nas- k

draperies. The wealth of colors is relieved
against a back groand of pure white muslin,
and i? blinded into barmy asd softness un-
der tbe diflcsf d l'ght of lamps, which hang
from the roof like great globes of fire. Tne
entire scene formed a brilliant setting for the
rich toilets cf the dancers and promenaders
and the ever-changin- g panaroma oa the
floor.

Bank3 cf tropical plarsturround the
bates cf the eight large columns which sup-
port tbe rocf, and wreathes of evergreens
are twined around the columns from the
bae to the capitols. At the east ead of the
hell an immense plate glass mirror,
sixteen feet ' hight and ten feet
wide, with beveled edge three inches
wide, and a frame composed of GOO pieces of
cut-glas- s rises from tne massed palm3 and
flowers sgainst a background of deep crim-
son, and reflects from its surface the lights
and color of the ball-room- . The music
stands are hncg with rich green and purple
silk damasks, and flags are twined about
their supports. In each ot the four corners
of the ball-rco- tiers cf stands reaching to
the height of the balcony are placed, and oa
thefe palms and ferns are massed in rich
profusion. The richest part of the decora-tioL- s,

however, is on the front of the bal-
cony. Along the entire length, and around
the tall-ico- there is stretched on this bal-
cony a deep band of maroon velvet
two ards wide, heavily embroidersd
for half its depth with gold thread in ele-
gant d sign. This velvet was made ia Lyons.
France, acd was imported for the special
purposes cf this decoration, and its deep,
rich coloring is in harmoniz!cg tone of the
whole n ass of color. The back ground of
this balcony is tri colored bunting, with
which the hells are hung Outlined against
this are small Doric pillar, which encl ose
tne balcony and support the one above it.
To each there is suspended au American
Mlk standard, surmounted by a circular
shield, on which is blezoned the arms of the
S'ates or Territories. Garlands cf evergreens
bang in festcors from the balcony, and are
twined about the pillow?, which are further
decked with mixed palms at their bases

At the height of the balcony, at one end
of the hall, is a large epread eegle formed of
gas jets, and at the other end is a five pointed
sur, formed in tb.8 same manner. Oer all
isafortst cf streamers, thus an! banting,
'tfhich hang from the peak of the roof, from
the corners and rafters. Half-moo- a shaped
bunches of flags project downwards from the
peak of the rocf, and from these spring
streamers of all colors in profusion. Seven
lsrge floral pieces are r laced in various parts
of the ball room, and represent tha arms ol
the several executive departments.

The rooms set apart by ths committee for
the use of the President aro magnificently
decorated, and the air therein is heavy with
the perfume of flowers, which abound every
where on the wans and ceiung, and are
massed in large stands distributed aoout the
rocm.

A promenade concert opened the festivi
ties of the evening, and was continued from
S to 11 p. m., during which time the Presi
dent Leid his leree in the reception room.
Dancing began upon the conclusion of the
concert. It was 10:30 o'clock when
President Cleveland arrived at the
ball room. He was immediately
escorted to the President's room, where for
hsif an hour te fceld an informal reception,
tbe members cf the Re oticn Committee,
and a small number of distinguished per
sons, being presented to him. The Presi
dent was accompanied by Mi9 Cleveland

j and Mis Hoyt, his sisters, and by his brother,
j Rev. Mr. Cleveland and wife and two sons,

Wahiim.ton, March 4. Washington en
tertains to-da- y 100, COO strangers. They be- -

gan to come heiore the dedication oi tne
monument, and tbey Lave been coming all
day and night ever since. They have come
in family parties, in clubs, companies and
regiments. The hotels were filled a week
ago, and private bearding houses and dwell
ings have since done what they could do to
lodge the shelterless ar.d feed the hungry.
Nevertheless not a few of the later comers,
who had brought little besides their patriotic
memories and exultant hopes, tramped the
avenue last night from necessity and break
fasted this morning with cotlVe and sand
wiches. The morning opened hazily, but
with excellent promise of fair weather,
which was tuISüel before r o'clock. The
throngs were abroad early, walking and
riding irom point to point, to see what
they could of the public buildings, parks,
ttatuts and monument before the great
event of the day began. The fiung and
drumming and marching of clubs and
truops were the enlivening elements of the
earlv forenoon, while the morning serenades
tendered to popular and political favorites
served to amuse and interest the partici
pants and the crowds. Whatever it i3 pos-
sible to do with scantling and boards and
bunting ar.d gilt to bc-dec-k a town for aa oc-

casion, Washington has undertaken and
performed. The harvest cf decorators and
carpenters began ten days ago. The noise of
their saw ing and pounding and the click ot
their tatumers has been heard day and
night ever since down to the moment of the
starting of the precession.

At hrst vzlj erections or rough timber
bioke out along the proposed line of march
from tbe White House to the Capitol, cov
ering tr.e doors ard windows or tha stores
and dwellings and tilling up the little parks
ai d crenings, acd upon these were tacked
advertisements of seat3 to tent. Later ban- -

r ere, streamers and tasteiui devices in snowy
colore couceahd the roogh work and then
building Ircnts began to blossom out. The
completed work is very beautiful and the
statliest of American avenues has been trans
formed into a moving maze ot gay colors,
which fittingly typifies Ihe heartiness of this
city's welcome to the new administration.
The building at the corner of Twelfth and
IVntsylvania avenue, occupied by the
Pension Bureau, wa the most elabor
ately decorated building In the city and
the deccratiens were at 'once pleasing and
tnique. Long lines of streamers were sus-perde- d

between the flag stalls on the roof.
Jest below, on eithervide of the building, an
in inecse golden eagle clutched long lin3 of
red. white and blue bunting, which were
artistically woven into a vast net-work- ,

cevtrir g the entire building. At the inter-
section of tbe lines cf bunting shone stars of
gold, and forming the whole design vi ere
sbielus bearing tbe naaies o: the b ates cf
tbe Piiior, all linked together with gilt
chains. At tbe second story slender stalls
bore graceful tri colored standards, with the
Ptmes oi the various Presidents ot the
United States. The west fcrnt of the build
ing represented the legislative branch of the
Government. A mammoth picture of the
Capitol was flanked bj' a great "remas
fasees ." and above all colossal
heralds sounded paetents. At the
corner or tne Dntiding tne ocauess oi
Liberty, armed with sword and shield, rep
resented the executive branch of the Gov
ernment. An eaele bearing a national
shield surmounted the fizure and an excel
lent oil portrait of the President elect was
ensrecded above a shield bearing thi name
of New York State. Oa the south face ot
the building Justice, blindfolded, with
sword and ecales, represented tbe judiciary.
Altogether the eflect was very pleasing.

The hotels were taste iallv decorated. Vil- -

lard's was profusely draped in graceful fe3--

tcocs cf gaily colored fabrics,, and words of
welcome, wrought la ticeel, shone above an
imirense blazics star at the door war, and
a great arch of gas jots spanned a circle in-

closing tbe symbolic "owl head" of the
American Club of Philadelphia. Elegant
designs transformed, the marble facade of the
Metropolitan into a thing of beauty. The
Ebbitt was fairly covertd with flags and pic-
tures.

A great floral ladder reaching to the roof
of a business houss on Pennsylvania avenue
bore upon its rungs the words "Sheritf,"
"Mayor," "Governor," "President," thus
graphically symbolizing the life work of the
President-elect- . All the Government build-
ings in the line of march were gay with

bunticg.Large America:! flags encompassed
the gray columns of the Crt asuiy, and long
lines of pennants of ever hue of the rain-
bow ran across the granltf front o! the great
building and relieved its vevere architecture
by giving it an appearance in keeping with
the gala day. Handsomf rosettes and de-
signs in parti colored bruiting adorned the
State, War and Navy Department buildings.
Long before the hoar '.t for the move-
ment of the processio i the music ot
hundreds cf bands hea iJg rT TtfifrtHnn.
seeking their positions, I naed ia one con
fused roar. EverywhereF.he ehrill note of
the fer and ct the kettle drum was heard.
Ev 10 o'clock the entire copulation of the
citv seemed to have deser ed its homes and
occupied the streets on ie line of march.
The crowd was someth'iig unprecedented,
even tn this city, accustoued to receive the
outpourings of the Nation's population.
Men, women and children pushed and
elbowed in the vast thron , yet it was a good
natured crowd, and evidently disposed to do
justice to the occasion. I (was willing and
anxious to be amused, and plockei fun
from the slightest incident', as, for instance,
when an unhappay Ioicing individual
passed up the avenue in Ms shirt sleeves,
pushing a wheelbarrow ff which reclined,
with a self-satisfie- d air another pardon
bearing a flag, shouts If laughter and
all scrts of jibes and cjiirks greeted the
equipage on its travels, ht large crowd con-
gregated around the Whip House, and an-
other equally large arouncl the entrances to
the Arlington Hotel, at arlearly hour in the
mcrning, for the purpoEl cf obtaining a
view or tee President an the President
elect, as they took tha plfl es as3ined them
in the line. Bath gentfen n rigidly denied
theusc Ives to visitors dur ig the morning,
The n emters of the Gen ral Inauguration
Cornirittee met at the Ar ngtoa before 10
o'clcck. and placed their s rvices at the dis-- u

pofalcf the President elf President Ar-- t
thur breakfasted with h family at the
White House about 10 o'cl ck. No one was
admitted to the house to d tarb hii privacy,
except Serators Sherman, ensoul and Haw- -

ley, of the Senate Comrxttee of Arrange-
ment?. They had a shct interview with
the President, snd soon af.' r Senator Haw-le- y

left and proceeded to HVillard's Hotel,
where he was joined by Vi President-elec- t

Hendricks, and tte two proceeded to the
White House. They occcVi9d a handsome
open barouche, lined with Irimson satin and
drawn by four beautiful wito horses. The
Vice President was heavily cheered all
alcnj the short ride to th5 "White House.
Just as lie was entering thF grounds Presi-
dent Arthur's carriage, curtaining Senators
Tburman and Ransom, sta:Jsd to the Arling-tcn'fö- r

thel President-elec- t ?hi3 carriage was
drawn by'four sparkling bsl'S from th-- Preside-

-nt's Etables. The seat3 vire covered with
poft, heavy, biack and white buffalo robes.
The Senatorial Committee as ushered into
tbe presence cf the Preside. immedi-
ately ca its arrival at the Arlington.
After a short delay the thrf gentlemen ap
ptared at the south entrants of the hotel,
took their scats la the c.:r;aze bju cid
rapidly driven to the Whr Hou, where
tbey joined President Arth r and Vica Pres- -

ident Hendricks and Senat; Hawlev. Mar-
tyebal McMichael met the p. at the White

eh 1 1 into the presence of tL Tae
Pres.aent-elec- t was greeted faith cheers and
the witvicg of handkerch fs as he drore
along the street from tbe iotel. He Kept
hia bat raised In recognition: ol the compli-
ment. Whiie the party wre at the White
Plouse the Lhiei iiarshai o the procession
and his aids rode int the grounds
and advised the Pie I lent eiset that
the procession was ready to
start. It was precisely a the h-o- set,
10:M o'clcck, that the Presi ential party eh-o- k

tered their carriages and t the position
assigned them in the line The partv en-ow- s:

tered thtir carriages as fo In Presi- -

dene Artnur a carriage W!if President Ar- -

thur, with President-elec- t nd on his
left, Senator Sherman facing President Ar-
thur, and Senator Raneoi on Lv's right,
facing the President-elect- . ' he second car
riage contained the Vice fi'resident-elect- ,

with Senator Hawley on l?s left. - As the
carriages drove oat of the gltes and entered
tbe lice their occupants ivtje greeted with
the wildest enthusiasm, me shouting, wo-
men screaming and waving ftheir handker-
chiefs, and all seemed carried away with the
excitement of the moment.1 The President-
elect acd Vice Presidentelect came la for
the principal share of the ;athusiasm, and
each of them raised their h?ts and bowed
rieht and left to the crowd wiich lined both
sides of the carriage-way-. i

The first division cf the prf cession, escort-
ing the President-elect- , llien began its
march to the Capitol. The Jenes on Penn-
sylvania avenue almost bai'e description.
A great turgiDg mass hid i:he sidewalks.
Above them the stately baihfngs wera cov-
ertd with cloths of gorgeous colors, arranged
in ratrlotic devices. The oft spring-lik- e

breeze lazily stirred the infamerable" flags
and streamers. Special aiis, in brilliast
un; fem 8, dashed hither ami thither, lend-
ing niruation to the scene. jThe police reg-
ulations were perfect, and tb broad atenu?,
with its hard, smooth surfac was complete-
ly cleared cf everything tbaymlgbt obstruct
the paseant. The United States regular
trcops came first, thus departing somewhat
from tbe order of the pnrarame, with
the probable object of intiring a clear
marching space. Their rloks extended
clear across the avenue, aid presented a
mcst imposing appearance; The United
States Marine Corps, with Its magnificent
band, followed the artillery battalions. Tkis
section of the procession proreded as far as
the south front of the Treasury Department,
and then halted and came to parade rest in
order to atlord an opportuniil- - for the Presi-
dential party to fall in line, Jhen the march"was resumed.

Tbe President's elegant carriage was pre-
ceded by General Slocum, the Chief Marshal,
and his staff, and a troop of United States
cavalry. Surrounding the e'irriage were a
dczen mounted policemen. tThe partv re
ceived ovations all aloftg the line
cl march. Men cheered, Cornea waved
their handkerchiefs ad clapped
their hands, and the greatest
enthusiasm was .evinced by the immense
crowd. President-elec- t Cleve'iid kept his
silk Lat in his band and bowflt to the right
end left as the carriage roljd slowly on.
The eame reception was acctlded the Vice
President-elect- , whose carriage followed.
Next came the Jsational Democratic Com-
mittee and Inaugural Corrtaittee in car-
riages, followed by the Distriei malitia and
beaded by the Washington Lht Infantry.
The marching of this oganiztian, with its
icDg front, was almost perfect and it suc-
ceeded in making a difficult wheel at the
southeast corner of the Tresury Building
without breaking a feat wUch even the
United States Regulars did ne't attempt. A
Lumber of eclored militia fo:iaed a part of
the first division and presetted a highly
creditable appearance. The cal divisions
of the Grand Army of toe R-pa- blic closed
the escorting divisions.

Before t o'clock fully 5, tX) people had
congregated on the broad plazl to the eau
of tbe Capitol and on the ternl e to the west.
Ihe approaches to the baildmt both for car-ritg- ts

and pedestrians were .blocked with
strangers going to and from tl-- a great struct-
ure. On the streets north (J the building
military companies and societies were form-
ic g and preparing to march t- - the center of
the city. Hundreds of peclde who had
jassed the night in Baltimorl and who had
arrived on the early morning' trains, lined
the thoroughfares. Members political or-
ganizations, who bsd lauaA q4rtr lor ths
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previous night in the smaller hotels la the
vicinity of the Capitol, stood gossiping on
the subject of the day. Tkeir conspicuous
high bats and overcoats of light
or dark material and gaudy badges of red.
blue or purple silk were objects of curios-
ity for the strangers. An occasional rooster
design ornamented the head covering. Ths
people on the east plaza stood in gro ins or
promenaded the length of the Capitol with
resident friends. Occasionally a member of
Congress, whose weariness from continued
sitting was conspicuous, strolled with town
or country constituents, and pointed out
objects of interest. Many cf the strangers
bad been unable to find a resting plac
during the night, and their faces and
clothes were covered with dust and dirt.
Manv of them carried carpet sacks or valises
in band, while a few had their visiting
clothes in a good-size- d bandbox. Talkative
individuals related their experiences of pait
inaugurations. An old white haired man,
with beard cs long as Rip Van Winkl, en-

tertained many with his account of the
burning of the Capitol by the British ia 1511.
He said he was ninety-tw- o years old, aad
was from one of tbe first families of Virginia.
"Little did I think," he remarked, "when I
taw that building burning that I would live
to eee Grover Cleveland inaugurated ia
D'SiV On the east steps at the House side
of the Capitol MX or 1.0 people had seated
themselves. A few of the early birds hal
reserved choice positions at G o'clock, and
had held them with chairs which they had
brought from their own homes. The west-
ern terrace was crowded with spectator
looking

"
upon Pennsylvania avenue,

along which the procession was
to move. That thoroughfare was
filled almcst from curb to cirb with
amoving humanity. Policemen who stool
at the entrances thtough which the fer-son- s

were to be admitted to the Capitol
were vigorously engaged in movinz from the
door-way- s the hundreds who had conera-gate- d

about them. At the basement en-
trance to the east front of the Senate wi.iir,
both men and women were using their ara-mentati- ve

powers to influence theotücer?.
but without success. Through this eatrauc- -

the Senators gained admission. "Let i'zs
Senator in," shouted a large sized oilic1-prese- nt,

as he gave a dczen or more men aad
women vigorou3 shoves. Senator Cameron,
of Wisconsin, was the party to entßr. lie
was wedged through f nd sacceeäeJ ia aid-
ing a half dczen ladies who accompanied
him In gaining admittance. "Let ths
Seester in," was again shouted by the
oflicer, and Senator Congei'a slight form
was squeezed between two men, almost
as clcseJy united as the Siamess twin?. Thi
few ladies ' who accompanied the dis-
tinguished gentlemen were the recipients of
no greater favors than were the Senator.
They were pushed through and lifted from
their feet. Their hats and bonnets were sub-
ject for general repairs.

By 10 o'clock the precession began to form
on the ctreets and avenues east of the
Cepitol. Oa all sides were to b heard
strains of National music, the tattoo of dram
corp-- s coming ud one side of the Capital,
mingled with the sound of a bagleaudths
brass band of troops advancing oa the op-pcei- te

side. The Tammany Society from
New Ycrk was one of the first organizations
on the grounds. As the Tammaay Sachem,
attired in aboriginal costume, entered
the plaza, he was escorted by
"Ugh, Ugh," and other characteristic
expressions. Civil and military organiza-
tions, preceded by a single drimmer boy
or a band of 100 pieces, as the ca?e nvght r
fo'.lowed and took the positions aseig i'd
them. Tbe sun shone brilliantly and the
uniforms of the troops and their bavor.eu
gleamed in the sunshine like a sea cf bur-
nished steel. At 11 o'clock the crowd
Lad increased to(,C00or 7,o00 and crowdei
the plaza.

General Hancock and Lieutenant General
Sheridan arrived, and as they ascended the
steps to the east front of the Senate wing
a deafenirg cheer arose from the crowd.
Twenty minutes later the President's car-
riage with the four white hcrses fairly pranc-
ing entered the 'west end of tha p!aza.
Prior to its arrival tbe people stoo 1 ea masse
over the. east front. Folicemen on horses
rode among them and with shouts and clubs
cleared a passage way. The carriages thea
began to move through the passage way pre-
ceded by the military. The p?opls
cheered, at first faintly, but aa the vehicle
proceeded the hurrahs increased. Hats were
lifted and thrown into the air, handkerchiefs
wave above heads by both ladies and gentle-
men, and tiny flags, held by patriotic chil-
dren and their elders were waved. Th
bands seemed to play with greater vigor, an 1

the drums were beaten with greater vshe-ment- e.

The fife's shrill sound was more
piercing and the bugle's blast louder and
louder.

Tte carriage was driven in front of th?
esst steps and around to the passageway be-

neath them. It had been expected th it tas
distinguished occupants would ascend ths
itcps acd enter tbe building on the man
floor. When, however, it was dico??r?l
tbey would enter through the basäment pas-fsgewa- y,

there was a rush in that direction;
but in a moment tbe President and Preside-

nt-elect, the Senators who had accompia-ie- d

them m their carriage, and the Vic?
President-elec- t and his companions, were
within the building. The doors were thea
closed.

Mr. Cleveland, ca the arm of Ssnator
Sherman, went to the private entrance to the
Senate chamber, and proceeded immediately
to the Vice President's room.

President Arthur went to the President's
room, where his Cabinet was asremb'.ed, aad
where Le busied hirxEelt in signing the
measures which Congress was rushing
through in tbe legislative hall?. Mr. Hei-
dricks, on the arm cf Senator Hawley. en-

tered the apartment where Mr. Clevelaal
had previously gone.

The Senate adjourned immediately on its
return from the platform; therefore ta?re
will be no Cabinet nominations to day.
